Our Victoria(B. C.) Rpecial, informs 
MH that the local Govcrumout of Brit- 
ish Columbia have despatciied an 
agent to London (Eng.,) to complain 
to tliQ Imperial Govcruinont that the 
"torms of uriou" liavo not hocii car- 
ried out to tlio letter, and entering a 
protest tlieroat. Mr. W'alkem'H Gov- 
ernment is evidently seized of that 
kind of madness which is the sure pre- 
cursor of destruction. Following' up 
Jiis absurd and nureasouablo treatment 
of the agent sent to arrive at an amic- 
able and friendly undcr.standing be- 
twoen tho twoG-overniuents,liebiis now 
proclaimed open hostility to the Dom- 
inion, and entered upon a course alto- 
■ gether unheard of, and which can re- 
sult in nothing but irritation on all 
sidea. What he expects to gain by an 
appeal to the Imperial Govornmont is 
an enigma we coufoss ouiself uiiablo 
to solve. That tho homo authorities 
'would undertake to compel tho Do- 
minion to undertake physical impossi- 
bilities, or take any otlior than a re- 
asonable view of the obligations wliicli 
rest upon this country iu respect to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, is not only 
an improbability, but an imj^c'ssibility. 
It is a foregone conchision that Iho 
"agent" of tho British Columbia Gov- 
ernment who 1ms been sent to London, 
will return with anything but .satisfac- 
tion for the Premier of that Provincio, 
and probably with an intimation that 
the conduct of the Dominion Gorern- 
ment towards tho Province has been so 
liberal as not to alTord any ground of 
complaint. Wo are satisfied, however, 
that tho majority of the people of that 
Province will not endorse the illad- 
vised the action of the Loc;al Govern- 
ment, who are playing a game in which 
they hav'e everything to lose and noth- 
ing to gain. They havo the assurance 
that the railway will bo pushed for- 
"ward to completion as soon as tlio sur- 
vey can be made, and as rai:)idly as tlio 
reaources of the country will permit. 
The honor of tho Dominion and tlio 
Government are pledged to this, and 
it is perplexing to know what more the 
people of British Columbia can desire. 
The action taken by their Government, 
in attempting by an appeal to the in- 
tervention of tho Imperial authorities 
to force tho Dominion to comply with 
Mr. Walkem's whim, will have no ef- 
fect upon the Government of Canada, 
but it morally releases them from an 
obligation rrhich they would otlierwise 
have been obliged to fully assume, and 
may probably indefinitely delay tho 
construction of the road. Wo trust 
the people of British Columbia will 
enter a vigorous protes againstt the in- 
sane conduct of their Government, and 
speedily as possible rejDlace them by 
more reasonable men, who will advance 
the interests of the Province by acting 
in harmony with the general Govern- 
ment in Assisting it to overcome the 
difficulties trbich surround an under- 
taking of such great magnitude and 
importance as that of building an inter- 
oceanic railway. 

Then and Now-

The visit of the Premier to Kingston 
yesterday awakens carious recollec- 
tions and reilections. Yesterday ho 
came as Picmier and real ruler of Can- 
ada to inspect the military works of 
this city with a view to considering 
their suitability for the purpose of a 
military academy, A score and a half 
years ago he wrought at somo of these 
same works as a mason.

of wealth, Mr. Mackenzie has, dotibt- 
leSB, his faults— his opponouls aay 
many — but all will adjnit that lie has 
achieved bis jn-esent pv(jiul jiositioii by 
honest hard work and infie.^iijle integ- 
rity. He did not climb to place over 
corruption, for he is poor; ho did not 
mount up ns a demagogue, iur ho is 
free from demaginieism, and is above 
pandering to tho vile. Ho resisted the 
toniplrUuiis of oflico uniil ic was his by 
political succession, and now rules tho 
country with an unparalleled majority. 
Nor has power turned his head, ior 
there is not a harder worker or more 
moduf.Lor unpretending man in Cana- 
da than its Premier, who, according to 
his rights, zealously strives to do well 
by his country. JIaking all allowances 
for his shortcomings, bis history is a 
profitable one to study, one which can- 
not be reflected upon without great 
good to this country, for its teaches by 
example tho lofty success tliat may at- 
tend upon humble merit if it bn alli(;d 
with industry and perseverance.

LoNDoy, May 125.— -"The man for Gol- 
way" has an uncommonly liurd time of it. 
Cialway is a small town, but it has mauag- 
Q(l to lill much space in the pablio eye 
within the last few months. In 1872, as 
may be renieigbsrpd. .Galyraj: \r9s called 
upon to »leot a member of Parliament; af- 
ter d sSfere contest Captain Nolan was re- 
turned at tbo head of tho poll. He was 
tho candidate of tho peasants, as against 
tha iioniinoo of tho landlords; tho priests, 
who are the natural friends of tho poa- 
sauts, Hujjported him, and thoy wore not 
baokwarti in expressing their condemna- 
tion of man who voted against him. The 
defeated candidate ooutestodthe election, 
and Justice Koogh sot it aside on the 
ground of "intimidation." At tho gen- 
oral election in February la.st Galway re- 
lumed as ono of its saombers Lord St.

There 
wore two candidates; both wore Roman 
Catholics; ono was Mr. Joyce, a rosideni 
of tno place; tho other was Mr O'Donnell, 
a young gontlonian who lni.."^ for Bomo 
time lived in London, whore ho is well- 
known afi a journalist. Ho wont to Chil- 
way with a letter of recoinmondalion from 
Archbisho]) Manning; ho inadoa voryfav- 
ornblo impression upon tho Galway peo- 
ple; the clergy advocated his election; 
ami he was roturnod at the head of tho 
lioll. Biit]\Ir. Joyce contested his elec- 
tion; and tho case, which was tried before 
jiiHtico I.awnon, has ragiiltod, nfter an en- 
quiry of four days, in a declaration by 
that judge that tho election was void on 
tho pround of "undue inlluence and inti- 
midation." The decision makes it impos- 
siblo for Mr O'Docuoll tobecome a candi- 
datii for Parliamentary honors for the next 
seven years. T'lie bishop of the diocssa 
110 doubt friendly to Mr. O'Donnoll's 
election, but he took uo part in the con- 
test. Bomo of the priests electioneered 
for him, but thero was no "altar denun- 
ciations," and the vrorst thing that ap- 
pears to have been done was the parading 
of a body of men through the town on the 
day of tho election, who eiclaimed, "To 

with Joyce aud Keogh!" However, 

the judge declared that this was "undue 
intimidation," and Mr. O'Donnell accord- 
ingly loses his seat. Tho only safe plan 
for the Roman' Oatholio olergy in Ireland 
would seem to be to abstain entirely from 
ai; advocacy or portizanship in elections. 
Dr. Ward, who repre!ents the principles 
of tho unseated member, as announced 
hiinaolf as a candidate for tfce new elec- 
tion, and he will in all probability be re- 
turned. — World. 

In July Prince Frod.-i-ick Charles of 
Prnssia intends to start on a tour around 
tho .f orld.
